To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors  of 

the  Glastonbury  Borough  Council. 

Mr.  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors, 

I beg  to  present  what  may  well  be  the  last  Annual  Report  on  the 
Health  of  the  Borough,  prepared  in  accordance  with  Circular  l/ 73  of 
the  Department  of  Health  and  Social  Security. 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  birth  rate  for  1972  reflects  the  falling 
national  trend  and  the  percentage  of  illegitimate  live  births  was  again 
below  County  and  National  figures.  The  general  death  rate  continued  to 
be  better  than  that  of  Somerset  as  a whole  or  England  and  Wales,  and  there 
was  no  early  neo-natal  or  maternal  mortality;  the  main  causes  of  death 
remained  in  much  the  same  order.  The  Notifiable  Diseases,  as  shown  in 
the  Five  Year  Table,  were  few  in  number  and  make  interesting  comparison 
with  those  of  roughly  60  years  ago. 

During  the  year  the  citizens  of  Glastonbury  and  surrounding  villages 
lost  a well-loved  figure  with  the  passing  away  of  Dr.  Malin  Boyd,  but 
welcomed  Dr.  Sharp  to  the  Health  Centre  in  his  place. 

Progress  on  the  environmental  health  front  is  well  described  by  Mr.  King 
in  his  Report,  and  it  is  fitting  at  this  stage  that  tribute  should  be  paid 
to  him  for  his  extra  work  with  reorganisation  and  the  demands  of  resident 
and  itinerant  "hippy"  communities  in  the  Borough,  whilst  at  the  same  time 
wishing  him  every  happiness  in  his  impending  retirement  after  the 
"appointed  day". 

My  thanks  are  once  again  due  to  the  Town  Clerk,  Mr,  King  and  his  Staff, 
the  Officers  and  Members  of  the  Council,  also  colleagues  in  the  Borough 
for  their  continued  courtesy  and  support.

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NOTES  ON  VITAL  STATISTICS  FOR  1972. 

(Although  as  a general  rule  the  figures  are  too  small  for  much  significance 
to  he  attached  to  them,  nevertheless  certain  “broad  statements  can  he  made). 

Population 

The  Registrar-General  estimates  no  change  in  the  midyear  population  of 
the  Borough,  compared  with  that  of  the  previous  year,  although  hirths  exceeded 
deaths  hy  2 6. 

Births. 

Live  Births  - again  fell  compared  with  the  previous  year,  this  time  hy  7» 
and  the  Corrected  Birth  Rate  remains  helow  County  and  National  rates.  The 
number  of  illegitimate  live  hirths  was  1 less  than  in  1971  and  the  percentage 
of  these  was  helow  County  and  National  figures. 

Still  Births  - there  was  1 this  year,  giving  a still  hirth  rate  identical  to 
that  of  Somerset  and  England  and  Wales. 

Deaths . 

All  Ages  - fell  hy  12  from  the  previous  year’s  figure,  and  the  death  rate, 
although  raised  hy  the  Area  Deaths  Comparability  Factor,  remained  significantly 
helow  County  and  National  averages. 

Infant  Mortality  - fell  hy  1 and  whilst  the  Infant  Mortality  Rate  remained 
above  County  and  National  figures,  the  Neonatal  Mortality  Rate  equalled  that 
for  England  and  Wales  and  there  was  no  Early  Neonatal  Mortality. 

Maternal  Mortality  - was  again  nil. 

PRINCIPAL  CAUSES  OF  DEATH  IN  TEE  BOROUGH 

Heart,  Cerebrovascular  and  Other  Diseases  of  Circulatory  System  - These  again 
took  leading  place  hut  with  a total  of  29  were  6 less  than  in  1971=  Heart 
diseases  accounted  for  21  deaths  and  cerebrovascular  disease  for  6. 

Cancer  - accounted  for  12  deaths,  6 less  than  in  the  previous  year,  and  as 
regards  site,  lung  cancer  led  with  4 deaths,  followed  hy  breast  cancer  with  3= 
Respiratory  Diseases  - caused  8 deaths,  of  which  pneumonia  accounted  for  6. 

Accidents  - again  caused  2 deaths,  and  both  involved  a motor  vehicle. 


ANNUAL  RETURN  OF  FOOD  POISONING  AND  HUMAN  SALMONELLAE 
One  case  only  was  reported  during -the  year  and  this  was  in  an  elderly  male 
who  developed  a Salmonella  hadar  infection  after  a major  operation  in 
Frenchay  Hospital  where  there  were  many  similar  infections.  He  became 
organism-free  after  a short  period  at  home  and  there  xvas  no  spread  locally. 

NOTIFIABLE  DISEASES  (See  Five  Year  Table) 

The  2 cases  of  respiratory  tuberculosis  occurred  in  members  of  a ’’hippy” 
community  living  in  the  Boroughj  the  first  was  in  an  adult  male  who  had  been 
sleeping  rough  during  the  early  part  of  the  year  and  had  then  moved  away  to 
the  Bath  area  to  work,  returning  to  Glastonbury  just  before  his  admission  to 
hospital  and  subsequent  death.  Extensive  investigation  of  his  contacts 
revealed  only  one  secondary  case  and  this  was  at  a non-infectious  stage.

Since  the  War  up  to  the  end  of  1972  a total  of  501  new  dwellings  have  been 
completed  by  the  Local  Authority,  491»  by  Private  Enterprise  and  75  Units 
of  accommodation  have  been  provided  by  conversion,  adaptation  or  reconstruction, 
and  three  units  of  accommodation  have  been  lost,  one  conversion  into  business 
premises  and  two  by  conversion  of  two  houses  into  one  to  accommodate  large 
familities,  making  provision  for  1,067  families  in  all. 

Up  to  the  end  of  1972  action  has  been  taken  under  Section  16  of  the  Housing 
Act,  1957,  in  respect  of  139»  houses,  and  in  all  cases  except  one  the  Owners 
gave  written  undertakings  in  accordance  with  the  Act  not  to  re let  them  for 
human  habitation  when  they  became  vacant.  At  the  end  of  the  year  four  of 
these  dwellings  remained  occupied.  Six  have  been  reconstructed  and  brought 
back  into  use  as  dwellings.  Eighty— seven  houses  have  been  demolished  and 
fifteen  houses  have  been  purchased  by  .agreement  and  demolished  in  connection 
frith  the  Redevelopment  of  Hill  Head  Area.  Three  houses  in  Old  Wells  Road 
and  three  houses  in  Northload  Street  have  been  acquired  and  demolished,  where 
action  had  been  taken  under  the  Housing  Acts.  Three  unsatisfactory  houses 
in  Northload  Street  have  been  purchased  by  agreement  and  closed  and  are 
awaiting  demolition.
